FOOD PRICES INCREASED 
“BSPER CENT ING YEARS 


| Figures 
| Show Upward Trend of 
Living Cost.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—In the 

six-year period from April, 1913, to 


April, 1919, retail food prices in the 


United States increased 85 per cent, 


according to statistics 


bor and published in the current is- 
sue of the Monthly Labor 
‘Prices are computed from 
sent monthly by retail dealers in 
cities throughout the United States. 

The greatest increase was in the 
price of lard, which went up 123 per 
cent. Other notable advances are 
given as follows: Flour, 118 per cent; 
bacon, 114; potatoes, 107; ham, 100; 
corn meal, 100; fresh milk, 70; lamb, 
98, 

A steady climb of food prices dur- 
ing the last five years of the period 
is shown by comparative figures. In 
the year from April, 1913, to April, 
1914, there was a decline of ! per 
cent. Thereafter the increases for 
each year as compared, with 1913 
have been as follows: 1915, 1 per 
cent; 1916, 12 
cent; 1918, 57 per cent; 1919, 85 per 
cent.
